In FIGURE 2A, clients 60a-60c of a server-hosted application (such as FINANCE MANAGER) 
access a server 64 via a network 62. Server 64 (which, as discussed in greater detail below, can be 
implemented as more than one server) simultaneously hosts a pluraUty of different versions of the server- 
hosted application (i.e., versions66a, 66b, and 66c, respectively corresponding to Version 1.0, Version LI, 
and Version 1.2, v^ere the versions are intended to be exenq)lary, rather than limiting). When accessing the 
server-hosted ^phcation, server 64 selectively directs clients 60a and 60b to version 66a (i.e., Version 1.0), 
but directs client 66c to version 66b (i.e.. Version 1.1). As noted above, once it is clear that Version 1.1 is 
working well, clients 60a and 60b can be migrated to Vasiori 1.1. Version 1.2 is not being utilized in this 
scenario; it has been included simply to indicate that more than two versions can be simultaneously hosted. 
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
